Trom the judgment of Justice 
Stuart, the following is taken, In this 
Judgment Chief Justice Scott and 
J ice Hyndman concur 
I don't propose to discuss at 
length points of law much argued in 
this case as to powers of the court 
to look at evidence on certiorari tn 
the case of conviction upon summary 
trial under part 16 of the criminal 
code. I see no reason to alter the 
opinion I expressed in Rex vs. Hmery 
‘The judicial committees in Rex vs. 
Nat expressly reserved the 
point involved so that Rex vs. Emery 
is still the Judgment of this court.” 

Very Brief. 

Very brief was the judgment writ 
ten by Justice Clarke: “Wurther con 
sideration strengthens the opinion 1 
expressed in Rex vs. Oakes as to the 
powers of the court to examine the 
evidence on certiorari applications tn 
respect of convictions under part 16 
or C. C. but 1 bow to the contrary 
opinion of the majorfty of the court.”
